CITY 
COMMISSION 
INCREASES 


CHARGE IN EFFORT TO PUT 


WATERWORKS SYSTEM ON A 


PAYING BASIS. 


Because the report ot the auditor, 


-who has just completed his work ot 
•cheeking 09 the books ot the,city ot 
3few Smyrna, shows a deficit ot some* 
thing over $10,000 in the operation ol 
the municipal waterworks syatem.'the 
-city commission lias decided that 
some steps must be taken to put the 
waterworks oa a paying basis,-or at 
least more nearly a paring basis than 
it has shown in the past. 


As the first definite step in this di- 


rection the city commission has ad- 
vanced the rate for water consumption 
to a minimum rate ot $4.50 per quar- 
ter, or $1.50 per month, and a resolu- 
tion establishing this rate was passed 
at the regular meeting of the commis- 
sion held Monday night. The new rate 
becomes effective February 1. 


This is a step whih has been dis- 


cussed and contemplated by the old 
.city council, but had never been put 
into effect. 


The new rate is $4.50 for three 


months, payable in advance, for a 
•minimum of 9,000 gallons of water 
"used, and a charge of 25c per 1,000 
gallons water without meters, because 
the city hasn't meters enough fore very 
tai», but this condition is fast being 
remedied and meters are being placed 
on all taps as fast as they can be ob- 
tained. Those customers who have 
not been supplied with meters 
will 


pay the minimum charge of $4.50 per 
•quarter until the meters are attached. 


It is hoped the increased revenue 


obtained from the advanced rate and 
an efficient management of the water- 
works system will provide the neces- 
sary funds to purchase more meters 
and extend the distribution lines in 
the city.

Additional points have been added 


at the supply station west of the- city, 
"which will give an added supply of 
•water for distribution, sufficient for 
any increased demand made by ex- 
tending the lines to the city.

tipped off where to look for a still. 


The man he was looking for as the 


operator ot the joy water manufactory 
was a negro by the name of Bud Glov- 
er and as he entered Glencoe stopped 
several negros on the road to inquire 
where Bud could be found. 
He was 


informed that Bud was one of the par- 
:y, so he was taken into the automo- 
bile and ordered to dftect the officer 
to his home. Bud was carrying his 
:oat over his arm and it was discov- 
ered that he had a quart bottle of 
moonshine tied up in each sleeve of 
the coat. When they arrived at Bud's 
.ome it was found the other colored 
men had cut through, the woods and 
destroyed all evidence of the still 
before the officer arrived. Bud was 
:aken to Deland and turned over to 
the county officers. 


One day last week Mr. Cooper made 


a visit to Oak Hill and vicinity and as 
a result of investigations in that sec- 
tion is said to have found severs! 
gallons of moonshine in Arthur Men- 
dell's house. At Archie Smith's place 
he is said to have found several gal- 
ons of moonshine and a 50-gallon cop- 
per still just outside his fence. At 
the home of W. M. Hutchinson he is 
said to have found several gallons of 
finished 'shine rnd when the officer 
and his party visited the place they 
are said tc have found Mr. Hutchinson 
and a m£-n by the name of Godfrey op- 
erating a still back of the house.

SERVICE IS PROMISED 


MUNICIPAL 
PLANT 
N E A R L Y 


READY TO CARRY OUT PLAN3 


BEING MADE TO GIVE 24-HOUR 


CURRENT. 


That patrons of the municipal elec- 


tric plant will goon' be enjoying con- 
tinuous electric seirte^ia the belief 
"of City Manager Fullerton and the 
members ot the city commission. 
Plans are being made to that end and 
it Is hoped that definite arrangements 
for 24-hour service can te "completed 
within the next few Says. The second 
unit is practically ready for operation, 
so one unit can be ran part of the 
time and shut down while the other 
one is being used. 


A contract for electric service has 


been received from the railroad com- 
pany, which is anxious to have the 
contract executed 
and the service 


started to save the company from 
making necessary repairs and changes 
in its own plant at this place. The 
lontract was received Tuesday and 
it is probable that a «pecial meeting 
of the city commission will be called 
to consider and decide upon its ac- 
ceptance or rejection 


The capacity of either of the units 


in the municipal plant is sufficient to 
carry the load now being handled with 
the current which will be required 
for the use ot the railroad company 
at this time added, so that for the 
present it will not be necessary to 
operate, both units together. As both 
the commercial load and the railroad's 
demand increase it may be necessay 
at times to run both units at the same 
time, but this will be necessary for 
only a short time in the late afternoon 
and earlyr evening. 


J. A. Brann, representing the people 


of Coronado, appeared before the city 
commission at its meeting Monday 
evening and asked that body to con- 
sider a proposition to supply current 
to Coronado. 
The plan outlined by 


Mr. Brann is for the city to deliver the 
current through a master meter lo- 
cated at the city limits, probably near 
the bridge beside the old Berry store 
building on the water front, where it 
will be taken by a line built from 
Coronado. A number of the resid> ats 
of Coronado are ready to forn. a stock 
company to build the line fioiu tt-.e 
city limits of New Smyina to Coronado 
and the necessary distributing lines 
on the peninsula, providing a satis- 
factory arrangement can be made with 
the tity of New Smyrna for the cur- 
rent. 
The Coronado company witt 


then take charge of the distribution 
of the current to the people on ihe 
peninsula, the company paying the city 
for the full amount of current deliv- 
ered and making its own collections 
from its patrons on the east side of 
the river. 


The city commission was impressed 


with Mr. Brann's statement that the 
heaviest load at Coronado would be 
during the summer months, which 
would be the season of the lightest 
load in the city and would help bal- 
ance the opeiation of the plant. Mr. 
Brann was assured the commission 
would take the plan under considera- 
tion and would be prepared to sub- 
mit a proposition after a consultation 
with the city manager and city elec- 
tricians.

CITY 
COMMISSION 
INCREASES 


CHARGE IN EFFORT TO PUT 


WATERWORKS SYSTEM ON A 


PAYING BASIS. 


Because the report ot the auditor, 


who has just completed his work ot 
•cheeking 09 the books ot the',city ot 
Tfew Smyrna, shows a deficit of some* 
thing over $10.000 in the operation ot 
the municipal waterworks syatem.'the 
-city commission lias decided that 
some steps must be taken to put the 
waterworks oa a faying -basis,-or at 
least more nearly a paying basis than 
it has shown in the past. 


As the first definite step in this di- 


rection the city commission has ad- 
vanced the rate for water consumption 
to a minimum rate of $4.50 per quar- 
_ter, or $1.50 per month, and a resolu- 
tion establishing this rate was passed 
at the regular meeting of the commis- 
sion held Monday night. The new rate 
becomes effective February 1. 


This is a step whih has been dis- 


cussed and contemplated by the old 
.tiity council, but had never been put 
into effect. 


The new rate is $4.50 for three 


months, payable in advance, for a 
•minimum of 9,000 gallons of water 
"used, and a charge of 25c per 1,000 
gallons water without meters, because 
the city hasn't meters enough for every 
tap, but this condition is fast being 
remedied and meters are being placed 
on all taps as fast as they can be ob- 
tained. Those customers who have 
not been supplied with meters will 
pay the minimum charge of $4.50 per 
•quarter until the meters are attached. 


It is hoped the increased revenue 


•obtained from the advanced rate and 
an efficient management of the water- 
works system will provide the neces- 
sary funds to purchase more meters 
and extend the distribution lines in 
the city. 


Additional points have been added 


at the supply station west of tho city, 
-which will give an added supply of 
•water for distribution, sufficient for 
any increased demand made by ex- 
tending the lines to the city.

That patrons of the municipal elec- 


tric' plant will goon' be enjoying con- 
tinuous electric -setrto^is the belief 
"of City Manager Fullerton and the 
members of tie 
city commission. 


Plans are being made to that end and 
It IB hoped that definite arrangements 
for 24-hour service can *te -completed 
within the next few Says.' The second 
unit is practically ready for operation, 
so one unit can be run part of the 
time and shut down while the other 
one is being used. 


A contract for electric service has 


been received from the railroad com- 
pany, which is anxious to have the 
contract executed 
and the service 


started to save the company from 
making necessary repairs and changes 
in its own plant at this place. The 
contract was received Tuesday and 
:t is probable that a «pecial meeting 
of the city commission will be called 
:o consider and decide upon its ac- 
ceptance or rejection 


The capacity of either of the units 


in the municipal plant is sufficient to 
•arry the load now being handled with 
the current which will be required 
for the use of the railroad company 
at this time added, so that for the 
present it will not be necessary to 
operate, both units together. As both 
the commercial load and the railroad's 
demand increase it may be necessay 
at times to run both units at the same 
time, but this will be necessary for 
only a short time in the late afternoon 
and early evening. 


J. A. Brann, representing the people 


of Coronado, appeared before the city 
:ommission at its meeting Monday 
evening and asked that body to con- 
sider a proposition to supply current 
to Coronado. 
The plan outlined by 


Mr. Brann is for the city to deliver the 
current through a master meter lo- 
cated at the city limits, probably near 
the bridge beside.the old Berry store 
building on the water front, where it 
will be taken by a line built from 
Coronado. A number of the resid>-nts 
of Coronado are ready to fora a stock 
company to build the line fioiu ii-.e 
city limits of New Smyrna to Coronado 
and the necessary distributing lines 
on the peninsula, providing a satis- 
factory arrangement can be made with 
the city of New Smyrna for the cur- 
rent. 
The Coronado company wiit 


then take charge of the distribution 
of the current to the people on ihe 
peninsula, the company paying the city 
for the full amount of current deliv- 
ered and making its own collections 
from its patrons on the east side of 
the river. 


The city commission was impressed 


with Mr. Brann's statement that the 
heaviest load at Coronado would be 
during the summer months, which 
would be the season of the lightest 
load in the city and would help bal- 
ance the operation of the plant. Mr. 
Brann was assured the commission 
would take the plan under considera- 
tion and would be prepared to sub- 
mit a proposition after a consultation 
with the city manager and city elec- 
tricians.

"Why Make a Budget?" 
( 


Upon first thought, the matter of 


keeping a budget seems to apply, not 
so much lo the home, as to the busi- 
ness world. The real importance of 
the; question never varies, however, 
whether the budget is that of an mdi- 
Tdual. household, firm, city, state or 
nation. 


First of all, a budget is intended to 


insure more accurate and economi- 
cal .financial management. With each 
item of resource and each liability cor- 
rectly tabulated, finances are put on 
a more systematic working basis. 
Since all resources are known it is 
easy to apportion the major expenses. 
Pleasures can be so diminish0'1 that 
the fund for necessities can be in- 
creased. By the denial of a few pleas- 
ures, the vital necessities of life are 
more easily supplied. In the govern- 
mental affairs, more mportaitt items 
are given larger allowances, expenses 
is more easily fathomed. Turmoil and 
political disagreement is avoided. 


Most persons are constantly worry- 


ing as to their financial footings. With 
aid of a properly kept budget this 
worry is abolished, mental strain al 
leviated, the routine of the household 
affiliations smoothencd, and 
govern- 


ments more satisfactorily and success- 
fully managed. 


Lfe and property insurance, person- 


al, real estate and inconje taxes are 
matters which cause considerable wor- 
ry and heated discussions. To esti- 
mate the value of property off hand, 
is a difficult undertaking. By a budget 
the actual value of the property can 
be determined at a glance, time and 
labor F .veil by the insurer or assessor. 
Knowing one's total incon:e, it if, a 
-far easier matter to assess one's life 
than without the aid of a carefully 
prepared budget. Knowing also. Hie 
annual actual living expenses of the 
family, it is then easy to estimate the 
amount of insurance necessary to be 
carried, the returns of which could 
comfortablv support the benefactors.
